Normal Before 
Extended Rain 


rhe progress of most crops in 
Maryland were in approx- 
imately normal levels of 
development during the week 
ended May 15, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural Statis- 
tics Service. There were 4.4 
days suitable for fieldwork that 
week. Farmers had prepared 85 
percent of their acreage for 
spring planting, equal to last 
year but five percent below the 
average for this date. Topsoil 
and subsoil moisture were ade- 
quate in virtually the entire 
State 

Wheat was in good condition 
overall, even though powdery 
mildew and other viruses had 
infected many wheat fields in 
most areas of the state. Oats, 
barley and rye were also in 
good condition. Wheat, barley 
and rye were 35, 95, and 95 per- 
cent headed respectively, equal 
to the normal pace 

Farmers had planted 65 per- 
cent of the corn, five percent 
than last year and the 
normal on this date. Soybeans 
were five percent planted, the 
same as last year and normal

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Protecting 


your eyes 


from sun and sports

Equipped with sunscreen and 
bug repellent, many people feel 
adequately prepared to do battle 
with the health hazards warm 
weather brings 

Too often, however, people for- 
get to protect their eyes. This 
leaves them vulnerable to injuries 
from the sun, sports and other 
common outdoor activities 

“Eye injuries are frequent oc- 
currences during the long summer 
months because people are very 
active,” says Gary E. Feldman, a 
Santa Ana, Calif, ophthalmologist 
on staff at Coastal Communities 
Hospital 

Most of these eye injuries can 
be avoided, however, by following 
commonsense rules and taking 
proper precauuions 

Shade your eyes from sunburn. 
Just as excessive ultraviolet radi- 
ation from the sun can promote 
premature aging of the skin, it 
also can cause a host of eye prob- 
lems, Feldman says 

The eye 1s at risk from ultravio 
let exposure in a number of ways 
It is possible to actually “sunburn” 
the eye, and ultraviolet radiation 
also may accelerate aging of the 
natural lens of the eye, leading to 
cataract formation 

Eyes should be 
whether you're poolside or beach 
side, ultraviolet reflection is 
stronger near water and it can 


protected 


cause irreparable burn damage to 
your eyes 

Sunglasses, of course, are the 
solution. Choosing those that 
screen out 99 percent to 100 per- 
cent of ultraviolet radiation can 
prevent possible damage to the 
eye's cornea, lens and retina, ac- 
cording to Feldman 

Wearing sunglasses that don’t 
filter ultraviolet rays can be more 
dangerous than wearing none at 
all. These glasses filter visible 
light, allowing the pupil to en- 
large, and let in even more ultra- 
violet radiation than the unpro- 
tected eye does 

Protect your eyes from ball 
sports. Racket sports such as ten- 
nis, badminton, squash and rac- 
quetball will cause hundreds of se- 
vere eye injuries this summer, 
sending athletes of all levels to an 
eye doctor, Feldman says 

Athletes who don't wear eye- 
glasses can suffer a smash to the 
eyes that produces pressure and 
forces blood vessels to burst 

“These injuries can be prevent- 
ed if you wear eye protectors,” he 
says. “Hardened plastic eyeglass- 
es shield your eyes from such 
speeding missiles as racquet- 
balls.” 

The best eye protection, sturdy 
frames with hardened polycar- 
bonate plastic lenses, are tough 
enough to stop a 22-caliber bullet 

Other high-risk sports and ac- 
tivities that require eye protection 
include fencing, boxing, karate, 


archery, fly fishing and hunting. 
Home hazards to your eyes. Eye 
injuries are not limited to recre- 
ation. Feldman estimates that half 
of all eye mishaps occur around 
the home, and most could be pre- 
vented by taking precautions. 
Many eye injuries occur during 
routine yard maintenance, such as 
lawn mowing and hedge trimm- 


ing. Wear protective eyeglasses 
when doing these chores, he says 

Everyday gardening and clean- 
ing products also can damage 
your eyes Fumes and splashes 
can burn the outer layer of the 
eye. If these chemicals do get in 
your eyes, rinse them with cold 
water for five minutes. Medical 
attention should be sought imme- 
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diately 

Safe celebrations Another com- 
mon eye enemy is fireworks. Ac- 
cording to Feldman, eye injuries 
from exploding firecrackers are 
not limited to the Fourth of July 

Throughout the summer, 
ophthalmologists treat children 
and adults with serious and often

Those who prefer the leafy tree- 
tops to roses and radiches can join 
the 21 million bird-watchers who 
pursue their favorite feathers with 
never-ending patience 

Besides the bevy of birds, reli- 
able field guide and notebook for 
jotting down notes on sightings, 
birders need good binoculars for 
up-close observation. Model num- 
bers, such as 7x35, describe the bi- 
nocular’s two most important 


characteristics. In this case, 7x 
would mean that what is being 
viewed will be brought seven 
times closer, and 35 equals the di- 
ameter of the front objective lens 
in millimeters 

A spotting scope and tripod, 
35mm camera, portable tape re- 
corder for capturing bird songs 
also can aid the avid birder, ac- 
cording to “The Audubon Society 
Handbook for Birders” (Scribner's 
Sons), plus a backpack or shoulder 
bag to carry it all. 
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Bird-watching can begin as a 
simple walk around the block or a 
trip to the local aviary. As passion 
burgeons, a birder can enroll in 
home correspondence courses or 
classes such as bird photography 
At bird-watchers’ clubs, fellow en- 
thusiasts unite to discuss their 
high-flying pursuits, and the most 
adventurous birders travel around 
the world in field programs and 
tours that offer the most spectacu- 
lar sightings

known as ‘‘the American violin vir- 
tuoso.’’ Karajan, Stokowski, 
Steinberg, Leinsdorf, Previn, 
Ozawa and Pretre are among the 
internationally celebrated conduc- 
tors with whom he has col- 
laborated in recent years.

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STALKING THE WILDERNESS 


A guide to backpacking 
equipment and trips

Today's hustle and bustle sum- 
mers are jam-packed with Little 
League games, swimming lessons, 
business meetings and, of course, 
work so there's precious little 
time for families to take extended, 
full-blown camping trips any- 
more 

But if you're seriously thinking 
about canceling this year’s annual 
jaunt because of scheduling con- 
flicts — think again. You probably 
have a three-day weekend coming 
up soon, whether it’s Labor Day or 
a lone vacation day plus Saturday 
and Sunday. Why not spend it 
backpacking with the family? 

Backpacking is ideal for a 
short-term stint in the wilderness 
Packing a backpack forces you to 
“think light,” since you'll constant 
ly carry everything you take. You 
don't have to worry about plan 
ning an agenda full of show-stop 
ping entertainment because ex 
ploring, walking and bird-watch 
ing naturally will be part of your 
days on the trail 

Then, there's the fitness factor

Backpacking is not an endeavor 
to be underestimated, however 
“The Eddie Bauer Guide to Fami- 
ly Camping” (Addison-Wesley) 
calls it “the most rigorous form of 
camping.”

About 25 years ago, one in 1,500 
would develop melanoma. Today, 
it's one in 150, and we really don't 
know why. Some Say it's the disin- 
tegration of the ozone layer, but 
most think it has something to do 
with exposure to the sun.”

Summer is a special time for 
parent and child, who spend many 
more hours together than during 
the school year says Schaut 
‘While this may be frustrating for 
a parent who also wants some free 
time, it can be turned into a 
source of pleasure for both.’ 

Parents must realize that sum 


mer is not something a child can 
enjoy alone. Instead, there needs 
to be mutual involvement between 
parent and child. The younger the 
child, the greater the involvement 
Schaut says 

She advises parents to observe 
their children during free time to 
get a feel for their individual likes 
and disiikes and, then, lo suggest 
activities that might cultivate new 
interests for them or feed those 
they already have However, it’s 
important for parents not to dic 
tate what a child must do, but help 
him decide what to do 

When coaxing a child toward 
creative activities, parents always 
should consider their child's age 
and interests Dr Joan Bergstrom 
author of “School's Out Now 


What?” suggests asking the fol 
lowing questions 

¢ If you could do anything this 
summer, what would it be” 

¢ Do you want to learn how to do 
something new? 

+ What do you really enjoy doing 
at camp or the playground?

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OVER THE COALS 
Barbecue utensils 
for surefire success

Ask a handful of outdoor chefs 
about the best type of barbecue 
and the tools indispensable for 
grill cookery and you'll get a list 
as varied as the recipes to! 
homemade barbecue sauce 

Some will give you a list of 
equipment that would stop a buf- 
falo, others will give responses of 
elementary simplicity. Which 
means, of course, that selecting a 
barbecue setup is largely a matter 
of taste Your ultimate choices 
will depend on where you'll be 
using your barbecue, the number 
of people you usually entertain 
and your favorite barbecued 
foods 

In warm weather, an enthusias 
tic chef and his barbecue are rare- 
ly parted. And they never have to 
be, thanks to the wide selection of 
hibachis, portable covered bar- 
becues and tabletop grills that can 
go anywhere. Other chefs prefer 
grilling steaks in the comfort of 
their own backyards with gas- 
fired barbecues or covered kettle 
models 

Barbecues 
three main categories 
fired, gas and electric, according 
to the “Sunset Barbecue Cook 
Book" (Lane, 1986). Each has its 
own unique advantages, so there's

bound to be one that meets your 
culinary personality. Here are 
some examples 

¢ If you frequently cook large 
cuts of meat, whole fish and whole 
poultry by indirect heat, check out 
the covered kettle designs avail 
ble in charcoal-fired. gas and 
electric versions. They provide the 
same even heat that an oven does 
Take off the lid and you can use tt 
for grilling quick-cooking foods 
such aS hamburgers and chops 
over direct heat 

Barbecues with hinged box tops 
work the same way a kettle does, 
and spit-roasting attachments are 
available for some models 

¢ For hassle-free barbecuing 
consider a gas or electric model 
They'll save you the work of build- 
ing a fire and cleaning up the 
ashes, and most units warm up in 
a matter of minutes. You don't 
have to sacrifice flavor all gas 
units and some electric models 
utilize a briquet-shaped material, 
such as lava rock, above the burn- 
er. When meat juices drip on these 
rocks, smoke rises and flavors the 
food 

¢ There are dozens of charcoal- 
fired open braziers to choose from 
for the beach or park. You can 
determine temperature with a 
quick glance at the briquets those 
that are barely covered with gray 
ash are hot; those that glow are

+ Want your barbecue to be a 
permanent part of your outdoor- 
living area? Head to a do-it-your- 
self retailer and check out the 
plans for built-in brick barbecues 
or hire a contractor to build the 
design of your dreams 

* The newest wrinkle on the bar- 
becue scene? Many are rediscov- 
ering the goodness of true smoke- 
house flavors. A charcoal water 
smoker works on the same princi- 
ple as dry smoking, but a pan of 
water or other liquid is placed be- 
tween the coals and racks holding 
the food The food cooks slowly in 
a dense, hot cloud of smoke and 
steam. Chefs can enhance the fla- 
vor by adding chips or chunks of 
aromatic woods such as mesquite, 
hickory or apple to the coals 

Once you find that perfect bar- 
becue, cooking steak, chicken or 


fish will be a snap when using the 
right tools Here are suggestions 
from a handful of culinary experts 
to help you pinpoint the essential 
extras 

¢ Chuck Williams, owner of Wil 
liams-Sonoma kitchenware source 
shops and catalog company, says 
the most important requirement 
for barbecue tools is that they are 
well made. His choice would be 
stainless-steel tools tongs 
forks, pokers that clean easily 
and are long enough so the heat 
doesn't travel all the way to the 
handle 

«In his list of basic equipment, 
Phillip Schulz, author of “Cooking 
With Fire and Smoke” (Simon & 
Schuster), mentions an extra-long 
fork, spatula, tongs and a basting 
brush as the tools one should not 
be without at the outdoor stove 

He adds that utensils equipped 
with heat-resistant handles made 
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of wood or thermoplastic can 
make the difference between a 
“trial by fire” and a safe-and-sane 
bout at the grill 

He also suggests a second pair 
of tongs just for the purpose of 
working with the coals, a pair of 
insulated kitchen gloves, a water 
spritzer for use in case of flare-up, 
aluminum foil drip pans to catch 
meat juices and a long-stemmed 
meat thermometer for large cuts 
of meat 

* Barbara Grunes and Phyllis 
Magida, authors of “Fish on the 
Grill” (Contemporary Books), rec- 
ommend flat longs, a good scraper 
to keep the grill clean at all times 
and a sharp knife 

With the proper equipment, bar 
becue cooking can be just as sim 
ple and enjoyable as savoring the 
end result. Above all, when pre-

The Garrett County Commissioners ar¢ 
currently engaged in one of their toughest budget 
negotiation sess ever, as the re from the 
Various county agencies amount to a Staggering 
$6,000,000 increase last fiscal year 
budget 

To fund that $6,000,000 inert the 
Commissioners would have to raise taxes by 
approximately $1.25 per $100 of assessed property 
value, which would put our tax rate at about $3.50 
Obviously, they are not about to take such a drastic 
step, so they have handed many of the requests back 
to the agencies with the directive to pare them down 
They also anticipate, however, they will be unable to 
stick with the constant yield tax rate, which has been 
set by the state at $2.25 for Garrett County. The 
required public hearing has been scheduled to allow 
the commissioners to exceed the constant yield rate. 

With so much development occurring in Garrett 
County right now, one would think that the tax base 
has expanded considerably, which should result in a 
lower rate. However, although many projects are in 
the works, a significant expansion in the tax base is 
still one or two away. Last year each penny of 
the tax rat ilized about $36,000 to the county. This 
year each penny will result in about $40,000, which 
would mean only a few hundred 
thousand dollars relatively small amount when 
dealing with an overall budget of over $15,000,000 

Also, while the development helps the tax base,

Sticking to the constant yield rate would force 
the county to operate on exactly the Same number of 
dollars as it did previous budget year. The 
present board of commissioners has, in vur opinion, 
done quite well over the past years in 
holding the line on spending and keeping the rate at, 
or even below, the constant yield rate.

One of the most difficult things a judge must do is to 
lock someone up, put 
him or her on probation, or otherwise deprive a defendant of a 
What goals do we have other 
than in imposing a criminal 
conviction? How can we be fair and consistent and fulfill the goals 
we have and the public's expectations 

Judges work with in the matter of 
In addition to our continuing judicial education 
courses which give us the nuts and bolts of sentencing philosophy, 
Maryland has a Sentencing Guidelines Project which gives us an 
indication of how other judges throughout the state handle 
sentences in similar cases, and we can obtain from the local 
Parole and Probation office, on request, a pre-sentence 
investigation report. How we use these tools to accomplish our 
might illustrated by a typical criminal case 
example: Harry Homeowner's residence at Deep Creek Lake was 
broken into around midnight on February 1 and his stereo 
equipment, TV, gun collection and liquor were stolen. Bill 
Burglar was arrested, tried and convicted of the crime. He now 
stands ready for sentencing. The legislature has by statute set the 
maximum sentences available for this crime: twenty years in the 
Maryland penitentiary for the burglary, fifteen years and fine of 
not more than $1,000.00 for the theft. Why not simply lock Bill up 
for thirty-five years and fine him $1,000.00 

There are two goals judges must consider in 
sentencing: retribution (or punishment) and rehabilitation. We 
must punish people who break our laws. Experience teaches us 
that penalties for misconduct do work in reducing crime. (How 
well they work in subject) 
Punishment has objective vindictiveness; it 
serves a deterrent both to the individual and to the public. It 
teaches that there are consequences for misconduct 

If, however, while being punished Bill can be rehabilitated so 
that on his return to normal society he can function without 
committing more crimes, we have achieved the goals we set out 
to accomplish and the sentence has been effective. How much 
punishment is appropriate? What kind of rehabilitation will 
work? Here the investigation provides the 
information we need to begin to fashion a meaningful sentence 
The typical pre-sentence report will fill in a lot of the detail we 
may not have already learned. We would learn, for instance, that 
Harry and his family were not at home on the night of the 
burglary and that the loss of their property was not a significant 
financial burden to them. We learn that Bill is a local boy, 
nineteen years old, unarmed at the time, and that he commited 
the crime with two older companions. Bill has no prior criminal 
record either as a juvenile or as an adult, but his two companions 
are professional thieves. The report tells us that Bill has been 
employed until recently and that his girl friend is pregnant. It 
gives his family’s resume, his employment and educational 
history and most importantly, his version of what happened: He 
was drinking with friends and was persuaded to participate 
because of the need for money for medical expenses for his girl 
friend. Bill has no drug abuse problem and only occasionally uses 
alcohol 

rhere emerges from the pre-sentence report a picture of a 
person for whom the rehabilitation aspect of sentencing is more 
important than the retributive aspect. He must be punished, but 
he probably can be helped to overcome his predicament and 
become a valuable, productive citizen again. The Maryland 
sentencing guidelines tell us that in a case of this variety, for a 
defendant of the same general character as Bill, the statewide 
average is a sentence of not more than one year or probation of 
some duration

of sulfur, Messick advises 
growers to tissue test after crop 
emergence. Field scouting is 
also a good idea. In corn, look 
for pale-green to yellow leaves, 
with striping sometimes evi- 
dent. If a yield-reducing sulfur 
deficiency exists, a sidedress 
application is one way to 
correct the problem 

‘Most farmers already know 
that sidedressing nitrogen can 
increase fertilizer efficiency 
and provide a better return on 
investment,"’ says Messick 
‘But few realize that the same 
holds true for sulfur.”’ 

Like nitrogen, sulfur moves 
easily into the subsoil, beyond 
the reach of plant roots. To 
reduce losses from leaching, 
Messick says growers should 
combine sulfur with their side- 
dress applications of nitrogen 
For optimum growth and effic- 
iency, the nitrogen-to-sulfur 
ratio of the plant tissue should 
be no greater than 15-to-1 

For sidedress applications, 
it’s important to use a fertilizer 
that contains the sulfate form of 
sulfur, such as ammonium sul- 
fate (214-0-24S). ‘Sulfate is the 
only form of sulfur that can be 
taken up by crop roots,” 
explains Messick. ‘Elemental 
sulfur, on the other hand, must 
be converted into the sulfate 
form before it can be used by 
the crop. This can delay uptake 
by several months.” 

To keep tabs on sulfur, 
Messick advises growers to soil 
test and tissue test. Most state 
and private labs test for S if it is 
specially requested

The number of milk cows on

Feed Prices 

Since the cost of feed makes 
up well over half of the cost of 
producing milk, dairy pro- 
ducers are most responsive to 
the cost of feed ingredients. For 
the past couple of years, feed 
costs have been fairly stable 
and have not increased to any 
great extent. Thus, the incen- 
tive to increase feeding has 
been a positive factor for the 
dairy producer 

However, with the general 
economic inprovement in agri- 
culture, the cost of feed ingred- 
ients is beginning to increase 
In the last half of 1987, feed 
costs began to escalate and are 
expected to continue throughout 
the year. The price of corn per 
bushel should range somewhere 
between the $1.65 to $1.85 level. 
Soybean meal is expected to 
average from $175 to $205 per 
ton. Thus, with the increased 
feed costs producers will have 
less economic incentive to in- 
crease feeding rates 

Feed prices in the SUDIA 
area are expected to follow the 
pattern of those throughout the 
rest of the nation. However, 
with favorable weather condi- 
tions, forage producers could 
lessen the feed bill in the South-

Milk Feed Ratio 

The milk feed ratio (pounds of 
feed equal in value to a pound of 
milk) for 1987 resulted in a 
record level at 1.86.

Retail Prices 

Since 1981, the retail price of 
dairy products has increased by 
only 8.7 percent. During the 
same time period, the retail 
price of all foods increased 21 
percent 

In terms of real purchasing 
power, milk and milk products 
afford the consumer with a good 
buy. Ten years ago the average 
consumer was required to work 
9.5 minutes to earn enough 
money to buy a half-gallon of 
milk. Today, only 6.9 minutes of 
work is required to purchase 
the same half-gallon of milk 

For 1988, the retail prices of 
milk and milk products are 
expected to be equal to or below 
those of last year, reflecting the 
lower farm milk prices 

Consumption 

In the past four years the 
consumption of dairy products 
has increased about 11 percent 
In fact, most dairy products 
have enjoyed increased in per 
capita consumption. The large 
gains have been in those prod- 
ucts with lower milk fat con- 
tent. The shift to lower milk-fat 
items has been evident in the 
industry for several years,

Heat the oven to 325°F. Combine the egg yolks 
with 6 oz. of the sugar in a bowl. Whisk until the 
mixture is very pale and falls back leaving a trail 
when the beaters are lifted. Gradually whisk in the 
milk. Cook the custard carefully in a heavy saucepan 
over a low heat, or cook it in the top of a double boiler, 
stirring constantly until it is thick enough to coat the 
back of a wooden spoon.

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THE MOSCOW SUMMIT AND THE ECONOMIC SUMMIT 
by Ronald Reagan 
I recently returned from my historic Moscow summit meet- 
ing with General Secretary Gorvachey — and it so happens that 
later this month, I will be visiting Canada for an economic sum- 
mit with the leaders of the world’s industrialized nations. | 
thought I would tell you about both 
First, my meeting with General Secretary Gorbachev in Mos- 
cow. The event that held perhaps the most immediate historic im- 
portance took place on the first of June. It was then that General 
Secretary Gorbachev and I exchanged the instruments of rati- 
fication bringing into effect the I.N.F. Treaty. The effect of this 
treaty will be, very simply, to eliminate an entire class of U.S 
and Soviet intermediate-range nuclear missiles 
The significance of the I.N.F. Treaty can hardly be over- 
stated. For the first time ever, the levels of nuclear arms will 
actually be reduced, rather than having caps placed on their 
growth. These missiles will not simply have been shuffled around 
on the map, or placed in storage. They will have been destroyed 
The exchange of these instruments of ratification alone would 
have made the Moscow summit a success. But the General Secre- 
tary and I made important progress in other areas as well. We 
moved ahead on START negotiations, negotiations that could lead 
to a dramatic reduction in both sides’ arsenals of strategic 
nuclear arms 
On bilateral issues, I am especially pleased by our agreement 
to hold increased exchanges involving high school students. The 
number of students will at first be in the hundreds, but could grow 
into the thousands. Imagine It: hundreds, and then thousands of 
young people who have first-hand knowledge of each other's coun- 
try — and, yes, who have made friends 
Turning to regional conflicts, Mr. Gorbachev and I discussed 
ways to reduce tension in areas around the globe Southeast 
Asia, Africa, Central America, the Persian Gulf, and the Middle 
East. The withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan, of 
course, represents an historic step in itself — one that the General 
Secretary and I agreed could serve as a model for settling other 
regional conflicts 
A key part of my agenda for this Moscow summit, as for my 
previous meetings with the General Secretary, involved human 
rights. Recently, the Soviets have begun to show somewhat more 
respect for human rights — in the past year, for example, they 
have released some 300 political detainees from detention. It is 
my hope that what took place in my Moscow visit will lead to still 
greater individual freedom for the people of the Soviet Union 
You see, in addition to my meetings with Mr. Gorbachev, I 
held other meetings. With monks at a monastery in Moscow. With 
nearly 100 dissidents and refuseniks — men and women who have 
worked for years for the freedom to speak, to worship, to assem- 
ble and to travel. And at Moscow University, with students — in- 
deed, with the very students likely to become the Soviet Union's 
next generation of leaders 
To the dissidents and refuseniks, I was able to say: the people 
of the United States and elsewhere support you. To the students, I 
suggested: there is another way to live and govern your country 
a way of democracy and economic growth, a way in which 
creative human energies are released 
If anyone had suggested, even as recently as ten years ago, 
that an American President would one day be able to meet with 
Soviet dissidents inside Moscow itself — or be able to speak to 
Soviet students in their own university about human freedom — a 
prediction like that would have been dismissed. But it has hap- 
pened. Seeds of freedom and greater trust were sown. And I just 
have to believe that 
those seeds will take root, and grow 
Accompanying these new political freedoms are a series of 
economic reforms that may begin to inject elements of free enter- 
prise into the Soviet economy. Soon I will be attending my final 
economic summit in Toronto, where the Western countries will 
celebrate the success of free markets. It is my belief that liberty 
should be as important a concern in Toronto as it was in Moscow 
Liberty in the economic sphere means low taxes. It means 
paring away needless regulations and reducing counterproduc- 
tive government planning and interference. And it means keeping 
down barriers to international trade here and around the

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THE MOSCOW SUMMIT AND THE ECONOMIC SUMMIT 
by Ronald Reagan 
I recently returned from my historic Moscow summit meet- 
ing with General Secretary Gorvachev — and it so happens that 
later this month, I will be visiting Canada for an economic sum- 
mit with the leaders of the world’s industrialized nations. I 
thought I would tell you about both 
First, my meeting with General Secretary Gorbachev in Mos- 
cow. The event that held perhaps the most immediate historic im- 
portance took place on the first of June. It was then that General 
Secretary Gorbachev and I exchanged the instruments of rati- 
fication bringing into effect the I.N.F. Treaty. The effect of this 
treaty will be, very simply, to eliminate an entire class of U.S 
and Soviet intermediate-range nuclear missiles 
The significance of the I.N.F. Treaty can hardly be over- 
stated. For the first time ever, the levels of nuclear arms will 
actually be reduced, rather than having caps placed on their 
growth. These missiles will not simply have been shuffled around 
on the map, or placed in storage. They will have been destroyed 
The exchange of these instruments of ratification alone would 
have made the Moscow summit a success. But the General Secre- 
tary and I made important progress in other areas as well. We 
moved ahead on START negotiations, negotiations that could lead 
to a dramatic reduction in both sides’ arsenals of strategic 
nuclear arms 
On bilateral issues, I am especially pleased by our agreement 
to hold increased exchanges involving high school students. The 
number of students will at first be in the hundreds, but could grow 
into the thousands. Imagine It: hundreds, and then thousands of 
young people who have first-hand knowledge of each other's coun- 
try — and, yes, who have made friends 
Turning to regional conflicts, Mr. Gorbachev and I discussed 
ways to reduce tension in areas around the globe Southeast 
Asia, Africa, Central America, the Persian Gulf, and the Middle 
East. The withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan, of 
course, represents an historic step in itself — one that the General 
Secretary and I agreed could serve as a model for settling other 
regional conflicts 
A key part of my agenda for this Moscow summit, as for my 
previous meetings with the General Secretary, involved human 
rights. Recently, the Soviets have begun to show somewhat more 
respect for human rights — in the past year, for example, they 
have released some 300 political detainees from detention. It is 
my hope that what took place in my Moscow visit will lead to still 
greater individual freedom for the people of the Soviet Union 
You see, in addition to my meetings with Mr. Gorbachev, I 
held other meetings. With monks at a monastery in Moscow. With 
nearly 100 dissidents and refuseniks — men and women who have 
worked for years for the freedom to speak, to worship, to assem- 
ble and to travel. And at Moscow University, with students — in- 
deed, with the very students likely to become the Soviet Union's 
next generation of leaders 
To the dissidents and refuseniks, I was able to say: the people 
of the United States and elsewhere support you. To the students, I 
suggested: there is another way to live and govern your country 
a way of democracy and economic growth, a way in which 
creative human energies are released 
If anyone had suggested, even as recently as ten years ago, 
that an American President would one day be able to meet with 
Soviet dissidents inside Moscow itself — or be able to speak to 
Soviet students in their own university about human freedom — a 
prediction like that would have been dismissed. But it has hap- 
pened. Seeds of freedom and greater trust were sown And I just 
have to believe that 
those seeds will take root, and grow 
Accompanying these new political freedoms are a series of 


in ways we may not even be able to guess 


economic reforms that may begin to inject elements of free enter- 
prise into the Soviet economy. Soon I will be attending my final 
economic summit in Toronto, where the Western countries will 
celebrate the success of free markets. It is my belief that liberty 
should be as important a concern in Toronto as it was in Moscow 

Liberty in the economic sphere means low taxes. It means 
paring away needless regulations and reducing counterproduc- 
tive government planning and interference. And it means keeping 
down barriers to international trade here and around the 
world

The final survey in the study 
is the Boating Use Survey. In 
this survey, aerial photographs, 
counts of the boats that are 
docked on the lake, and counts 
of the boats that are launched 
were used to better understand 
how boating use is distributed 
over the lake during the course 
of a day 

Three days of boating 
surveys have been completed 
and a fourth survey will be con- 
ducted this coming July. One 
finding from this survey is that 
there were approximately 3,600 
boat docks along the lakeshore 
last summer. Also, an average 
of 80 boats entered the lake 
through boat launch ramps on 
each of the three days of the 
survey 

FOURTH STAGE 

The purpose of the fourth 
stage of the survey is to report 
on current recreational use and 
to forecast potential future 
recreational use of Deep Creek 
Lake. In the current 
component, the team described 
current participation levels and 
user characteristics for 10 
activities 

Existing information from 
the user survey and property 
owners’ survey has been evalu- 
ated, but the results of the July 
1988 user survey is needed to 
complete the fourth stage 

The potential use component 
of this stage will forecast the 
types of activities, participation 
and any anticipated 
carrying capacity problems 
over the next five, 10, 15, and 25 
years. These forecasts are cur- 
rently being developed 

FIFTH STAGE 

The fifth stage of the study is 
called Optimum Carrying 
Capacity. In this stage, three 
of guidelines will be 
developed which can be used to 
estimate the social, resource, 
and optimum carrying capac- 
ities at Deep Creek Lake 

The capacity guide- 
lines contain the method for 
estimating social carrying 
capacity for 10 different activi 
ties at Deep Creek Lake. This 
method is specific to the lake, in 
that responses from the user 
survey provide information on 
the spacing preference of 
visitors (recreators), that is, 
the distance recreators want to 
be from other recreators, and 
information on how different 
factors at Deep Creek Lake 
affect those spacing prefer- 
ences. Factors which may in- 
fluence spacing preferences in- 
clude age, size of the group the 
person is in, and their familiar- 
ity with the lake from past 
visits 

The URDC team has already 
developed the system to be used 
for the social capacity guide- 
lines, but the system can not be 
put into operation until the 
results of the July 1988 user 
survey is obtained 

The second set of guidelines 
in this stage is the Resource 
Capacity Guidelines. These 
guidelines outline a method for 
deciding on the scope of a re- 
source capacity monitoring pro- 
gram.

New Guides On 
Withholding Taxes 


Available Soon 


More than 111,000 employers 
and tax services will be soon 
getting new guidebooks to help 
them correctly withhold Mary- 
land and local income taxes 
from their employees, Mary- 
land State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein announced. 

The Maryland Income Tax 
Employer Withholding Guide, 
which goes into effect July 1, 
1988, will reflect Maryland's 
higher standard deduction and 
increased personal exemption 
allowance enacted by the 1987 
session of the General 
Assembly. The new tables 
should provide slightly lower 
withholding for most taxpayers. 

“The guides will continue to 
feature separate sections for 
nonresidents, Maryland resi- 
dents, employed in Delaware 
and for the various precentages 
of the local income tax imposed 
by Maryland's 23 counties and 
Baltimore City,’’ Goldstein 
said 

Comptroller Goldstein also 
reported that out-of-state 
employers no longer need to 
post a bond to establish a Mary- 
land withholding account for 
any of their employees who live 
in Maryland and expect to owe 
state income taxes 

The bond, which was 
previously set at 742% of the 
wages reported on the withhold- 
ing application form, was re- 
pealed under Chapter 120 of the 
Acts of 1988 

“This should make it easier 
for out-of-state employers to 
withhold and remit Maryland 
income taxes, while adding a 
great convenience to the lives of 
many residents in our border 
areas who work outside Mary- 
land,"’ Goldstein said 

Previously, Maryland resi- 
dents, whose employers in other 
states refused to set up with- 
holding accounts, had to set up 
individual estimated tax 
accounts instead, and make 
quarterly payments to avoid a 
large payment and penalty on 
their final state income tax re- 
turn due each April 15th. 

“This change should be a 
great convenience to those tax- 
payers, since many of them can 
now have their state taxes with- 
held regularly from their pay- 
checks and fill out fewer 
forms,’’ Goldstein said. 

The comptroller reminded 
employers to call (301) 974-3739 
if they do not receive a new 
Maryland withholding guide by 
Tulvy 1 1QRR 

Criminal penalties for failing 
to remit taxes withheld have in- 
creased to a maximum of $5,000 
and/or five years in prison. 

Maryland collected $3.2 
billion through employer with- 
holding in fiscal year, 1987.

A breakdown of each county 
agency's actual budget appro- 
priations for FY88-89, com- 
pared to last year’s appropri- 
ations, was released last week 
by the Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners. The county will 
operate on a $16,509,800 budget 
this year an increase over 
last year’s $15,067,400 appropri- 
ations 

The county commissioners 
did not increase their salaries, 
although staff salaries, 
travel/business expenses and 
operating expenses increased 
that budget from $144,000 to 
$155,500 

Circuit court salaries and op-

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Abandoned Mine Drainage Study Is 
Cooperative Project For Md., W.Va. 


The 
Potomac 
severely 


North Branch of the 
River has become 
impacted by 
drainage from abandoned coal 
mines in both Maryland and 
West Virginia, according to the 
Maryland DNR’'s Water Re 
sources Administration 

The Maryland Bureau of 
Mines and the West Virginia 
Department of Energy recently 
initiated a $373,000 cooperative 
investigation of abandoned 
mine drainage in the North 
Branch Potomac River Basin 
The goal of the study is to 
develop a plan for abatement of 
drainage from abandoned 
mines in the North Branch 
Potomac River Basin, up- 
stream of Jennings Randolph 
(Bloomington) Dam 

Improvement of water 
quality in the North Branch 
Potomac River above Jennings 
Randolph Dam, and the 
reservior itself, cannot be 
accomplished without a joint 
effort to abate abandoned mine 
drainage pollution on the part of 
both states, says the WRA 
They add that the quality of 
recreation at the Jennings 
Randolph Lake will be 
marginal if abandoned mine 
drainage in the North Branch 
Potomac River Basin is not re- 
duced. thereby providing 
improved water quality. The 
potential for a sustainable fish- 
in the reservior may be 
dependent on reduction of 
abandoned mine drainage 
pollution loadings that flow into 
Jennings Randolph Lake, the 
WRA also adds 

In addition to Jennings 
Randolph Lake, the Potomac 
River Basin upstream of the 
reservior possesses significant 
recreation potential. Abate- 
ment of abandoned mine drain- 
age in the North Branch Basin 
will result in major improve-

ment in the recreational and 
aesthetic quality of the 
waters, according to the state 
agency. The Maryland Depart 
ment of Natural Resources and 
the West Virginia Department 
of Energy are responsible for 
the selection and implementa- 
tion of abandoned mine 
reclamation projects utilizing 
funds available under Title IV 
of Public Law 95-87, the Surface 
Mining Control and Reclama- 
tion Act of 1977. The completed 
study will aid both states in 
planning for the future 
reclamation of abandoned mine 
problem areas, the agencies 
Say 

The North Branch Study, 
being accomplished by the con- 
Sulting engineering firm of 
Howard, Needles, Tammen and 
Bergendoff, will locate and 
sample abandoned mine drain- 
age pollution sources from sur- 
face and underground mines, 
identify stream reaches de- 
graded by abandoned mine 
drainage pollution, evaluate the 
impact of individual abandoned 
mine drainage sources on speci- 
fic stream reaches, and deter- 
mine the abandoned mine 
drainage pollution load reduc- 
tion necessary to meet water 
quality requirements for 
aquatic biota and recreational 
resource uses 

The study will also include the 
evaluation of drainage abate- 
ment alternatives applicable to 
individual pollution 
determination of the cost of 
feasible solutions, establish- 
ment of a priority ranking of 
abandoned mine reclamation 
and drainage abatement 
alternatives projects 
formulation of a coordination 
bi-state plan of action between

John MclIntee will not be going to the 1988 
Summer Olympics. His bid to make the United 
States Modern Pentathlon Team evaporated this 
week at the National Championships in San Antonio, 
Tex., where he failed to finish among the top eight 
competitors. 

Although the disappointment is intense for John 
and all of the local persons who have supported him 
via financial contributions, words of 
encouragement, and many other means, there is 
plenty of reason to remain proud of this young man, 
who for the past seven years has performed 
extraordinarily well against overwhelming odds. 

John qualified for and competed in the last 
seven consecutive national modern pentathlon 
championships and finished among the top 10 in all 
but one of them. His best effort was fourth place in 
1985. He placed sixth in the 1984 Olympic Trials, the 
same year he won the Canadian Olympic trials. He 
has also captured medals in national and 
international competitions in several European 
nations. All of this was accomplished despite 
working at a fulltime job, while nearly every one of 
the other top pentathletes was fortunate enough to 
be able to train fulltime and not be concerned about 
an income. 

Another situation which has always made it 
more difficult for John to compete successfully, and 
about which little has been said, is his absolute 
refusal to use any type of performance-enhancing 
substances, which are illegal, but are used regularly 
by most of the top athletes. Such drug use permeates 
all world-class athletics, not just the modern 
pentathlon. Drug testing is extremely lax and 
sometimes non-existent. In fact, not only was testing 
not done during last week’s modern pentathlon 
championships, but it was even announced to the 
athletes before the events began that there would be 
no drug testing! 

Besides making a personal commitment long 
ago never to use drugs, John has also testified before 
the U.S. Olympic Committee on this very issue, 
urging that screening of athletes should be made far 
more stringent. 

This newspaper conducted a fund-raising 
campaign for John to make it financially possible for 
him to take his shot at making the team this year. 
We are pleased to announce that the effort resulted 
in the collection of over $10,000 from scores of 
generous people wanting to support this local world- 
class athlete. In knowing John MclIntee, not only 
from the standpoint of his superior athletic ability, 
but more importantly, his outstanding character as 
a human being, we are truly proud and have no 
regrets whatsoever about having spearheaded this 
campaign. We would do it again in a minute. 

In fact, we are assisting another outstanding 
local athlete, whitewater paddler Roger Zbel, of 
Friendsville, who has qualified for the USS. 
Wildwater Team that will compete in the Pre-World 
Classic next week at Savage River. 

It is worthy and important to do this, because 
even if they don’t quite make it to the top, they are 
still Garrett Countians who are among the elite in 
their fields. They also have much to offer to our 
communities and our young people, who can learn 
from them and the example they set. For example, 
John has already been instrumental in the training 
and coaching of the Garrett County Manta Rays 
swim team and will be conducting workshops for 
coaches and athletes in both local high schools this 
fall. 

John is also an engineer and a key employee of 
the local Bausch & Lomb facility, while Roger owns 
and operates a local whitewater rafting business 
that provides employment, income, and excitement. 

The determination, commitment, drive, and 
gruelling work displayed by these young men should 
serve as an inspiration to all of us, not only in 
athletics, but in everything we do.

Garrett Community College 

Community colleges are unique within higher education 
They have a distinct mission that distinguishes them from four- 
year colleges on the one hand and from other junior colleges on 
the other, yet few people are aware of what makes community 
colleges special.

Community colleges are generally recognized for having five 
distinctive features: they serve a specific local community; they 
are two-year colleges; they subscribe to an open-door policy; they 
believe in lifelong learning opportunity; and they are teaching 
institutions. Most community colleges are called comprehensive 
community colleges. GCC is such a college. In addition to these 
generally recognized features, I would like to add another: com- 
munity colleges are learning institutions 

Community colleges have local communities as their defined 
service regions. GCC serves Garrett County as you know. For this 
reason, GCC is more than a place of learning. It is part of its com- 
munity, functioning as a community center and partner in re- 
gional development 

Although community colleges serve a local community, they 
also invite people outside the community to come to the college as 
one way of diversifying and enriching GCC’s learning experience 
About ten percent of GCC’s students come from West Virginia. A 
small number of students come from Pennsylvania, and other 
students come primarily from different parts of Maryland. How- 
ever, the great majority of students at Garrett Community Col- 
lege are Garrett Countians 

Like other community colleges, GCC is a two-year or junior col- 

lege. As a comprehensive two-year college, GCC offers two types 
of academic programs: transfer programs and career advance- 
ment programs. Over half of GCC’s students are in transfer pro- 
grams. These students attend GCC as the first step in obtaining a 
four-year education. They will spend typically two years at GCC 
and, after earning their associate degree, transfer to a four-year 
CUMERE Ui) OFUeT LO Calli a Valiieivl 5 de gree Most of GCC's ais 
fer students transfer to Frostburg State University, the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and West Virginia University. GCC’s trans- 
fer students do exceptionally well. The average GCC transfer 
student at Frostburg State University graduates FSU with a 3.1 
(above B) average. GCC’s transfer students usually start their 
four-year education at GCC because it is convenient, close to 
home, and inexpensive, saving the student a considerable sum of 


money on the first two years of a four-year education 


Career advancement students attend GCC in order to prepare 
for a particular occupation. The preparation they receive at GCC 
usually involves a two-year course of study, although the college 
also provides one-year certificate programs leading to occupa- 
tional preparation. GCC expects its career advancement student 
population to grow considerably within the next five years 

Community colleges all across the country adhere to the 
open-door policy. In the 1950's the community college movement 
spread across the nation. This movement was a response to a 
growing perception that American higher education was pri- 
marily for the young and wealthy. The children of upper middle 
and upper class families were generally expected to go to college 
and comprised the bulk of the nation’s student population 
Visionary educators led a movement to open American education 
to all people including those who had been traditionally denied 
equal access minorities, women, older citizens, people from 
middle and lower income families, and students who had not met 
with academic success during high school or in first efforts in col- 
lege. The open-<door policy affirms that every American has a 
right to affordable and accessible higher education 

Community colleges do not have admissions requirements 
Anyone can attend. The community colleges recognize that stu- 
dents register who have been out of school for a considerable time 
or who may not be fully prepared to succeed at a college level. To 
help these students, community colleges offer preparatory 
courses that do not count toward a college degree but do prepare 
the student for college level work 

Many people are aware that community colleges do not have 
admissions criteria, and they jump to the mistaken conclusion 
that community colleges do not have high standards. Quite the 
contrary. Community colleges guarantee access to higher educa- 
tion; they do not guarantee success. They jealously guard stand- 
ards and insist that students meet these standards as a condition 
of earning a degree. GCC's faculty is especially conscientious 
about protecting our institutional integrity. For example, no stu- 
dent at GCC can pass our freshman composition course without 
writing a 500 word impromptu essay having not more than seven 
errors of any type. Few senior colleges can boast of such rigorous 
standards

imnortant feature of the communitv college 
mission is the commitment to lifelong learning. The educators 
who spawned the community college movement believed that all 
people are being educated all the time. Experience is our first and 
most pervasive educator. We all need to learn throughout our 
lives. To meet these lifelong learning needs, community colleges 
offer Continuing Education. GCC’s division of Continuing Educa- 
tion provides learning opportunities in credit and noncredit for- 


mats to over 3,000 Garrett Countians each year 

Community colleges are also said to be teaching institutions 
Universities invest a considerable part of their resources in grad- 
uate education and research. Professors are rewarded for their 
scholarly research achievements; teaching effectiveness is often 
secondary. In large universities students are infrequently ex- 
posed to the professors of greatest renown. When they are given 
the opportunity to take courses from such teachers, students 
usually find themselves in lecture halls of 300-500 students 
Although the professor lectures, follow up discussion usually 
occurs with graduate assistants, who are untrained and inex- 
perienced educators 

Community colleges select and reward teachers with tenure 
and promotion primarily for their teaching skills and effective- 
ness. Research activities, though welcomed and encouraged, play 
a secondary role in the mission of the community college. Stu- 
dents come first and foremost, and the resources of the institution 
are marshaled primarily to support teaching and the teaching 
enterprise 

I believe another characteristic also marks community col- 
leges: they are learning institutions. Teaching is a means to 
learning; it is the best way we know to help students learn and 
master material. Most community colleges and most certainly 
GCC commit a substantial amount of their institutional resources 
to supporting learners and to helping them experience success 
GCC, for example, puts special emphasis on academic advising, 
tutoring services, and student services generally. This feature of 
community colleges is especially important. Since community 
colleges are open-door institutions, many older students and stu- 
dents who have not experienced academic success previously 
have anxiety about entering a college environment in which they 
will be tested and in which standards of excellence will be 
applied. Community colleges strive to provide learning environ- 
ments that are supportive rather than threatening. We strive to 
help students succeed. This means providing encouragement and 
motivation so that the student can rise to our high academic 
standards 

I hope that this summary of the community college mission 
has helped to increase community understanding of GCC. The 
community helps to sustain and support its college, and it ought to 
know how we spend tax dollars and why we spend them as we do 
We have a very special mission. Our mission puls us squarely in 
the national effort to realize the American dream. Equality of 
opportunity has always been the dominant feature of that dream, 
and access to higher education is perhaps the single most key to 
opportunity for all 
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over the Memorial Day weekend to sun, fish, and enjoy those 
delicious Maryland crabs 

We have a new pastime in Ocean City this summer, a real 
tourist attraction, not only fascinating to see but productive as 
well. We are literally rebuilding the shore along Maryland's 
coast. It is an extraordinary project, and one which holds the key 
to the future of this seaside resort whose broad white benches are 
slowly disappearing into the sea 

Everyone who visits Ocean City seems to be as fascinated by 
the mammoth beach-rebuilding project as I am. My friend 
“Fish’’ Powell, the mayor of Ocean City, tells me that beach 
watching may turn out to be the most popular outdoor activity of 
the summer. According to Fish, even an occasional spell of bad 
weather does not affect the beach watching. A large group of 
spectators outfitted in rain gear appeared on the beach one 
stormy day last week. They had heard about the project on 
television and had come down to Ocean City to see it all for 
themselves 

Indeed it is a sight to see. Let me give you a picture of just 
what is happening at Ocean City. Thirty-inch pipe lines run up 
onto the beach from a barge filled with sand and anchored several 
hundred feet from shore. The barges themselves shuttle back and 
forth to a dredge pumping sand up from the ocean floor two miles 
out in the Atlantic. More than 2.35 million cubic yards of sand will 
be pumped ashore this summer. That's enough sand, if placed on 
a football field, to reach about a quarter of a mile high 

The pumping, which started around 118th Street and is slowly 
moving back down the beach, goes on day and night seven days a 
week. Powerful floodlights illuminate the scene after dark 
Contractors have roped off the areas where the actual pumping is 
taking place, but otherwise it is business as usual in Ocean City 

The sand coming ashore appears a bit darker and a bit 
coarser but several weeks in the sun should bleach it to that 
familiar Ocean City white. When it is all over, the beachfront will 
have been widened to 220 feet. This should provide lots of room for 
sunbathers. Equally important, it will provide storm protection 
for up to 10 years 

The beach replenishment project is jointly financed by the 
State of Maryland and by Ocean City and Worcester County. The 
total cost for the first phase of pumping wil be $12.2 million 
During the second phase, the Army Corps of Engineers will widen 
the beach further and add dunes, 16 feet high, to provide 
additional storm protection 

I have supported this project not just because I like to visit 
Ocean City and walk on the beach, but because it is a necessary 
investment for our state. Ocean City is a thriving economic area, 
providing jobs, tax revenues, and recreation for citizens of 
Maryland 

The Ocean City beach project is just one example of our 
economic development activities. We're making the same kinds 
of investment all over the state. In Allegany County it is support 
for an industrial park, in Montgomery and Prince George's 
counties contributions to mass transit. The list varies depending 
on the need and the region. But no matter what the project, they 
have a common goal — to help the people of Maryland 

I will be down at Ocean City as much as possible this summer. 
I hope you'll join me.

The conspiracy 
concentrated on three pro- 
visions common to this type of 
insurance: the period of cover- 
age, the availability of protec- 
tion against pollution risks, and 
the payment of legal costs if the 
policy-holder is sued, according 
to the accusations in Curran’s 
suit, which also was signed by 
Deputy Attorney General 
Charles O. Monk, II; Assistant 
Attorney General Michael F 
Brockmeyer, Chief of the Anti- 
trust Division in Curran’s 
office, and Assistant Attorney 
General Ellen S. Cooper 

According to the suit, for 
years the standard CGL in- 
surance policy in the U.S 
offered ‘‘occurrence-based”’ 
coverage, Meaning it protected 
the insured from any losses that 
occurred during the term of the 
policy usually a year 
regardless of when the loss was 
discovered and the claim was 
made, which could be long after 


the policy term had ended. To 
stop this 


alleged 


the firms ‘onspired to 
force on the American market a 
‘‘claims-made"’ policy, mean- 
ing coverage would be provided 
only for claims reported during 
the policy term, not when the 
loss or injury occurred 
The advantages to the insur- 
ance companies of these cut- 
back ‘‘claims-made"’ policies 
the suit explains, is that once 
the policy expires, the company 
is not responsible for subse- 
quently reported claims, even if 
the loss or injury occurred when 
the policy was in effect. The in- 
surance companies also 
allegedly insisted that the stan- 
dard form for the new policies 
contain a ‘retroactive date,” 
protecting the insurance firms 
from liability for any loss or in- 
jury that occurred before the 
policy was purchased, but that 
was not discovered until after 
the policy took effect. The most 
significant aspect of a retro 
date in an insurance policy is 
that it can compel an insured 
business, government entity, or 
profit group to continue 
purchasing insurance from the 
same company in order to 
guard against losses that may 
be discovered after the initial 
policy expires, Brockmeyer ex- 
plained.

change insurance companies, it 
can be very expensive to get a 
so-called ‘‘tail’’ policy from the 
first firm, covering claims for 
the period the first policy was in 
effect 

Another reduction of in- 
surance coverage sought by the 
colluding firms called for hav- 
ing the legal defense costs being 
included in the policy limits 
This change would reduce the 
amount of money the company 
would have to pay the policy- 
holder if a court ruled against 
the government 
agency or group, the suit 
contends 

According to the suit, in 1983, 
the Insurance Services Office 
(ISO) was updating the stan- 
dard OGL occurrence policy 
that had been in effect since 
1973. Allstate and Hartford 
sought to eliminate the occur- 
rence policy in favor of the 
restrictive claims-made policy 
ISO's Executive Committee 
initially rejected the Allstate 
and Hartford efforts and issued 
both new occurrence and 
claims-made policy forms, 
fearing that insurance buyers 
would not accept the limited 
coverage 

Because insurance 
sumers want the broadest, 
affordable protection, com- 
panies selling only claims-made 
policies would lose customers if 
other companies continued to 
sell occurrence policies. To deal 
with this problem, Allstate and 
Hartford, along with others, 
coerced the industry group into 
limiting coverage by getting 
General Reinsurance and other 
U.S. reinsurers to threaten a 
boycott of the new CGL 
policies 

Allstate, Hartford, CIGNA, 
and Aetna put additional pres- 
sure on ISO by persuading in- 
fluential reinsurance execu- 
tives in London to threaten a 
boycott if the scope of the 
policies was not limited, the suit 
charges. By late 1984, ISO 
agreed to reduce the coverage 
offered by the new CGL 
policies. Subsequently, British 
insurers also refused to rein- 
sure pollution coverage and 
other forms of commercial in- 
surance in order to force ISO 
approval in the U.S. of even 
more scaled-down CGL 
policies 

The alleged conspiracy 
forced an ‘‘unprecedented 
evaporation of insurance in the 
commercial lines” available to 
businesses, municipalities and 
non-profit groups, Curran 
charges, in violation of the 
federal antitrust laws 

The suit seeks an injunction 
against the insurance firms and 
financial damages to be deter- 
mined later in the suit. “By this 
suit, we want to ensure that a 
few dominant firms cannot 
force their will on the many 
small insurers and insurance 
buyers in Maryland."’ In addi- 
tion, the suit seeks a require- 
ment that ISO support new CGL 
policies offering adequate pro- 
tection for purchasers, as well 
as payment by the defendants 
of an undetermined amount of 
money into a fund that would 
protect public agencies from 
major losses

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Referendum May 
Kill Part Of 
Gun Control Bill 


Maryland Attorney 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. said today 
that opponents of Maryland's 
new handgun control law can 
seek to have the part of it to 
which they object overturned 
by a voter referendum, but 
doing so will also kill the part of 
the law they want to keep 

In a 14-page opinion re- 
quested by Governor Schaefer, 
the Attorney General said that 
the new law, the first of its kind 
in the country, is ‘‘a classic 
example of legislative 
compromise.” 

Handgun control 
proposed a bill that sought to 
ban the cheap weapons known 
as “Saturday Night Specials,"’ 
which commonly are used for 
criminal purposes, while op- 
ponents of gun control sought a 
law to void a Maryland Court of 
Appeals decision that manu- 
facturers and sellers of such 
handguns can be held liable by 
the victims wounded by these 
guns, Curran noted. The 1985 
Court of Appeals court ruling, 
unique in the nation, was 
rendered in the case of Kelley v 
R.G. Industries, Inc 

Both proponents and op- 
ponents of handgun control 
“recognized the amalgamation 
oft the two bills tor what It was 
a political compromise that 
gave both sides some, but not 
all, of what they wanted,"’ Cur- 
ran wrote. Legislators knew 
that there was little chance 
either bill would pass without 
support from both sides, he ob- 
served 

“Truncating a statute would 
have an effect contrary to the 
legislative intent if doing so 
would upset the political 
compromise essential to the 
bill’s passage,”’ the Attorney 
General wrote in the opinion, 
which also was signed by Assis- 
tant Attorney General Jack 
Schwartz, chief counsel for 
opinions and advice in the At- 
torney General's Office 

Because the Maryland Consti- 
tution permits voters to petition 
to have only a part of a law re- 
viewed by the referendum pro- 
cess. Curran advised that the 
gun control opponents could 
legally include only the gun con- 
trol provisions in their petitions 
Although a ‘‘good argument” 
could be made that the op 
ponents of the law should have 
petitioned both parts, ‘“‘in the 
final analysis,’ Curran wrote, 
‘we think that doubts should be 
resolved in favor of the right to 
referendum."’ 

Turning to the effect of a 
referendum on only part of the 
law, Curran concluded that, ‘‘If 
the handgun control provisions 
are rendered ineffective, 
temporarily or permanently, 
the Kelley repealer provision 
will also be ineffective.’ This 
result honors the legislative 
intent, Curran wrote, because 
‘there can be no doubt that the 
portion of the law) over- 
turning the Kelley decision on 
strict liability would not have 
been enacted if the General As- 
sembly had known that the 
handgun control portions of the 
legislation would be rendered 
ineffective, whether because of 
a court decision or a referen- 
dum petition,” Curran wrote 

‘In any realistic assessment 
of the process that led to the 
enactment of (the law), a 
court would find it a ‘funda- 
mental perversion’ of legis- 
lative intent if handgun control 
were nullified but the Kelley re- 
pealer survived,"’ Curran told 
the Governor 

‘The manifest legislative in- 
tent was to fashion a compro- 
mise in which handgun control 
and the (repeal) of Kelley 

would stand or fall together 
if the handgun control pro- 
visions are nullified at referen- 
dum, the entire bill will be nulli- 
fied,’’ Curran wrote 

Under the law signed by 
Governor Schaefer on May 23, a 
nine-member board, chaired by 
the State Police Superin- 
tendent, will develop a list of 
handguns that may be manu- 
factured or sold in Maryland 
after January 1, 1990. Any hand- 
guns not on the list would be 
prohibited and violators could 
receive heavy fines. The law 
also would ban guns with plastic 
parts which might escape de- 
tection by airport or court- 
house security machines 

On May 31, a group known as 
the Maryland Committee 
Against the Gun Ban turned 
over a peulion which members 
said bore more than 22,000 
signatures, seeking a referen- 
dum on the portions of the law 
creating the handgun board and 
setting out the standards for the 
handguns to be included on the

History 

Hopemont Hospital opened in 
1913 State Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium, the result of an act 
passed by the State Legislature 
in 1911 to establish a 
sanitarium, The 535-acre farm 
in Terra Alta was selected 
because it was isolated, and the 
climate and conditions were 
well-suited for the treatment of 
tuberculosis 

The original plan of the 
buildings was based on that of 
the Maryland State Sanitorium 

The facility was then a small 
city in itself, with a laundry, 
bakery, meat market and 
storeroom. A nearby farm also 
raised products for use at the in- 
stitution 

Appropriation for a second 
hospital was made in 1923, and 
the facility opened in 1924 

In 1929, a separate facility 
known as Conley Hospital was 
opened, and was a ‘‘preven- 
torium”’ for malnourished and 
pre-tuberculosis children who 
were admitted for varying 
periods of treatment 

During their stay, the 
children were taught lessons of 
personal hygiene and the 
discipline necessary to practice 
it

He enjoys working with com- 
puters and with the help of his 
teacher, he has written com- 
puter programs to store all the 
records and information about 
the family’s cattle and sheep 
herds 

He chose sheep as the subject 
of his report because his family 
has had a flock of at least 30 
sheep since moving to the 
county 14 years ago. 

Two of his goals in the sheep 
program have been to establish 
a flock of his own and start 
making a profit to go toward his 
college fund. He hopes to return 
to farming after completing col- 
lege. 

Utterback began keeping 
flock records in 1979 and has 
helped feed and care for the 
family flock. He took his first 
lambs to the Buckwheat Festi- 
val in 1984, and has exhibited 
sheep there every year since. 

During his first two years at 
the festival, his father gave him 
lambs to raise, keep records 
for, and to show. In 1985, he was 
chosen to receive 12 bred ewe 
lambs through the Preston 
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County 4H Lamb Ring. In 1987, 
he was able to replace those 
lambs with 12 of the best ewe 
lambs from his flock. He cur- 
rently has a flock of 20 sheep 
and will have 24 lambs to choose 
from next year 

Utterback is a member of the 
Eglon Mountaineer 4-H Club 

Cassie Bowmar, 17, is the 
daughter of Carl and Sandra 
Bowmar and has just com- 
pleted her junior year at 
Central Preston Senior High 
School in Kingwood. Her favor- 
ite course is nursing and she is 
also active in the VICA Club, 
where she is on the Parlia- 
mentary Procedure Team. 

She and her family live on a 
farm about three miles from 
Tunnelton. Her future plans are 
to become a nurse 

Bowmar submitted her report 
on dairy foods. The project in- 
volved using goat's milk in 
various recipes that call for 
cow's milk. She bought a dairy 
goat and collected and created 
many recipes. She also learned 
that many babies who cannot 
tolerate cow’s milk are raised 
on goat’s milk. Some of the 
recipes she has developed in- 
clude goat’s milk fudge, ice 
cream, cinnamon rolls, and 
gravy. 

She developed a visual 
presentation about her project 
and put together recipe booklets 
and distributed them to the 
audience along with samples of 
goat milk fudge. She presented 
this at State 4H Roundup and 
received a gold ribbon and 
‘Best of Class’’ award. 

Bowmar has increased her 
goat flock to four and has con- 
tinued using and experimenting 
with their milk. She is currently 
studying the use of nutritional 
low-fat milk products for 
elderly people. 

She also raises rabbits and 
during the past winter learned 
to spin the hair from her angora 
rabbits with sheep’s wool. When 
she has spun enough wool- 
angora yarn, she plans to knit a 
pair of mittens. Bowmar is 
president of the Tunneltoppers 
4H Club

The salary of the sheriff will 
remain the same this year while 
deputy/dispatcher salaries will 
increase substantially; utilities, 
training and other expenses in 
that department showed slight 
increases and decreases. The 
Sheriff's Department budget of 
$327,500 last year increased to 
$360,800 this year 

The $600 allocation for forest

fires remains the same this 
year. With the $.05 special tax 
levy for volunteer fire depart- 
ments, they will share a $202,800 
allocation as opposed to $192,800 
last year. A special revenue al- 
location to the county's rescue

County jail salaries saw a 
substantial increase this year 
while other line items in the 
budget changed only slightly 
The County Jail will operate on 
a $196,500 budget this year as 
opposed to a $168,900 budget last 
year. 

Animal! Control salaries and 
operating expenses increased 
slightly from $45,800 to $48,700. 

Salaries and operating ex- 
penses for Emergency Manage- 
ment rose from $91,500 to 
$110,000. 

Locally-funded operating ex- 
penses for the Sanitary Com- 
mission, Solid Waste and the 
Roads Department increased 
from $3,292,500 to $3,407,000. Of 
that total, $3,000,000 is for oper- 
ating expenses incurred by the 
Roads Department. 

The local share of funding for 
the Garrett County Health De- 
partment was raised from 
$295,000 to $306,800 

The Board of Education ap- 
propriations were raised from 
$6,660,000 to $7,400,000, while 
Garrett Community College 
saw an increase from $715,000 to 
$800,000 

Historical Society operations 
remained the same at $400 
while expenses for the Ruth 
Enlow Library increased from 
$90,400 to $109,400. 

The local share of operations 
for the Agricultural Extension 


Service rose from $47,000 to 
$52,000. Soil Conservation oper- 
ating expenses rose from 
$34,000 to $44,000. While no 
funds were allocated for gypsy 
moth suppression last year, the 
commissioners set aside $25,000 
this year 

Economic Development 
salaries and operating expenses 
increased from $55,000 to 
$71,000. The Community Action 
appropriations remained the 
same at $24,000 

Total miscellaneous expenses 
increased from $690,000 to 
$722,000. Capital expenditures 
rose from $1,264,600 to 
$1,403,300.

Brownouts May

Mid-Atlantic electric utilities 
are working together to main- 
tain reliable service this sum- 
mer, when the brownouts may 
be possible because of hot 
weather coupled with increased 
demand for electricity 

“If a generating unit owned 
by a neighboring utility has an 
unscheduled outage or a high 
voltage power line goes out of 
service suddenly, the situation 
is monitored by computers, 
enabling our personnel to cor- 
rect these circumstances,"’ said 
Jack Maurer, Potomac 
Edison's dispatching super- 
visor 

Potomac Edison, as part of 
the Allegheny Power System, 
operates within a network of 
interconnected utilities in the 
mid-Atlantic region called the 
East Central Area Reliability 
Group. These interconnections 
among electric utilities help to 
maintain reliable service for all 
residents of the region in case of 
emergencies 

For example, if one utility in 
the group has a generator out of 
service, the other utilities share 
resources and transport power 
to help ensure a reliable flow of 
electricity to all customers in 
the area 

Brownouts controlled 
voltage reductions or controlled 
curtailment of electric usage 
ray be necessary if demand for 
electricity this summer reaches 
high levels, and if generating 
and transmission facilities sud- 
denly go out of service, Maurer 
said. Already in 1988, demand 
for electricity increased 6.5 per-
